The use and application of metal work 
and decoration, both as fixtures for ap¬ 
pliances and useful domestic articles, 
are very ancient. We find records of 
bronze being extensively used by the 
Greeks and Romans, Greece especially 
bringing the arts of working bronze to 
perfection. Not only are works of co¬ 
lossal form produced by them in this 
metal, but the ornaments of their tem¬ 
ples, doors, weapons, armor and the 
prows of their galleys, were made of it 
They had also a process of hardening 
and tempering bronze, which enabled 
them to make this metal into many im¬ 
plements requiring a keen edge, such as 
axes, saws and so on.—Decorator and 
Furnisher.
